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« NEVADA INSANE ASYLUM. 


Repert of Superintendent Dawson 
—Semething Worth Reading. 


To the Honorable Board of Commission- 
ers for the care of the indigent insane 
of the State of Nevada: 
GrentLemen:—I have the honor to 

submit herewith my report of the gen- 

. eral transactions of the Asylum, togeth- 
er witb a detailed exhibit ef the move- 
ment of the patients, for the period 
commencing July Ist and ending De- 

cember 31,1882. 

The removal of the patients from the 
Pacific Asylum at Stockton was effected 
with much less trouble than was gener- 
ally anticipated, and on the morning of 
July 1, 1882, the Nevada State Insane 
Asylum was formally opened with 148 
patients, including 117 males and 31 
females. 

Tke following summary exhibits the 
number ef patients at that date, togeth- 
er with the number admitted and under 
care, with the number discharged, 
eloped and died during the period, and 
he number remaining in the Asylum 
December 31, 1882: —

BECOVERIES. 

It will be remembered in considerir7 
the number discharged that a vast pro- 
portion of the cases treated were 
chronic, many of them having been in- 
mates of asylums for years. The per- 
centages of recoveries under such con- 
‘ ditions would naturally be much less 
than it would be were the cases of re- 


and with the appliances at our com- 


cent origin; still, the results compare 
favorably with those of other asylums. 
DEATHS. 

The mortality during the period has 
been remarkably low, only three pa- 
tients having died in the Asylum, and 
of these cases one was the result of 
chronic Bright's disease, one of old 
age and the other epilepsy. In this 
connection it may be proper to state 
that the physical condition of the pa- 
tients has materially improved since 
their removal from Stockton. This re-

mand we have been able to maintain a 
most desirable condition in this respect. 
The clothiug of the patients is comfort- 
able and suitable to the requirements of 
their condition. Various plans have 
been devised for the amusement of the 
patients, among which I will mention 
our Saturday evening dances. These 
we propose to continue, regarding them 
as valuable adjuncts in the treatment of 
our patients, and materially tending to 
promote their recovery, while they 
serve to relieve what would otherwise 
be a monotonous existence. Many of 
the patients are employed in various 
ways, though no compulsion is used, 
the labor being voluntarily performed. 
As a result, over sixty acres of land 
have been cleared of sagebrush, and the 
greater part plowed, and ail without ex- 
pense to the State. The importance of 
occupation to the insane in diverting 
| their thoughts and actions into normal 
channels has not been underestimated, 
but has received close attention, as the 
results show. It is quite probable that 
much more will yet be done in this di- 
rection than has been accomplished. 
Their habits, sleep and physical condi- 
tion are much improved, life is rendered 
more tolerable, mental quietude is pro- 
moted and paroxysmal excitement is 
lessened. 


MEDICAL SERVICE. 


The details of the medical service is 
intended to be similar in all respects to 
those observed in the best organiged 
asylams of the country. It has been 
our custom to visit every patient in their 
respective wards daily, for the purpose 
of observing their mental and physical 
condition, to prescribe for the sick, look 


after their diet and attendance, and the 
general hygienic condition of the wards | 
and other departments of the building. 
In short, it has been our intention that 
cases presenting a hope vf recovery 
should not be debarred from the meas- 
ures best calculated to effect such a re- 


sult. 


EMPLOYES. 
In the selection of employes we have 


invariably given the preference to act- 
ual residents of the State, believing it 
to be a matter of justice and policy to 
do so. Our ward attendants have been 
selected with especial reference to their 
moral, mental and physical fitness for 
the place, and though generally withont 
previous experience in the management 
of insane, they have, with few excep- 
tions, readily conformed to our ideas in 
this respect, and have proven remark- 


the 


sult may be attributed, in a measure, to 
the improved sanitary conditions which 
prevail in our Asylum, but more partic- 
ularly to the effects of our pure, health- 
giving mvuntain air over that of the 
enervating and malaria-laden atmos- 
phere of the San Joaquin Valley. 
ESCAPES. 


It has been our policy te allow as 
much freedom to our unfortunate pa- 
tients as is consistent with safety, thus 
divesting their minds as much as possi- 
ble of the idea that they are held as 
prisoners. It is to be considered that 
we are dealing with individuals who, as 
a class, are incapable of reasoning, 
many of whom are laboring under the 
delusion that they are victims of a con- 
spiracy to deprive them of their rights 
and liberties, and we contend that it is 
far better to incur the risk of an occa- 
sional elopement than that our patients 
shall continually chafe under undue re- 
straint. Of those who escaped all were 
quiet and apparently harmless persons, 
who were given the privileges of the 
place, of which they took advantage and 
left, but were generelly recaptured with- 
out great trouble or expense. We have 
adopted and practically carried into 
effect the system of non-restraint, and 
oer efforts in this direction have been 
so far successful that, except in one 
case, we have been able to discard all 
forms of mechanical restraint, even re- 
moving the shackles from a large num- 
ber who had worn them for years, and 
some of whom have been restored to 
reason and allowed to retura to their 
families. 

DIETARY AND GENERAL HYGIENIC OCONDI- 
| TION. 

Our diet list has been « liberal and 


ably efficient in their duties. The com- 
pensation of ward attendants should be 
left to the discretion of the Superinten- 
dent, and those who by leng-continued 
service and efficiency have proven them- 
selves valuable to the management 
should be rewarded accordingly. 

THE BUILDING. 
While in the main the Asylum build- 
ing is remarkably weil adapted to the 
care of the insane, there are objection- 
able features which I beg leave to call 
your attention to, with the view tbat 
some, if not all, may be corrected at an 
early day. 

STEAM BOTLERS. 
The steam boilers are located in the 
basement at the rear end of the wing 
and directly under the recreation room, 
which at times is densely crowded with 
patients and employes of the institu- 
tion, and at intervals with visitors. In 
event of an explosion, which, under 
certain conditions, and indeed, as is 
sometimes the case, without any ap- 
parent cause, might occur, the loss of 
life would be fearful to contemplate, 
and even should an explosion occur at a 
time when the recreation room was 
vacant, the destruction of the building 
would be almost certain. A boiler room 
should be constracted in the rear of the 
Asylum, and ata distance deemed en- 
tirely safe. I would recommend that 
the building for the accommodation of 
the boilers be constructed sufficiently 
large so as to allow room for a wash 
house. This would enable us to utilize 
the present boiler room for a kitchen, 
and the room now occupied as a wash 
room for the storage of meats, milk, 
butter, etc., thus adding much to eur 
comfort and convenience. We invite 
your earnest attention to this matter. 
The plans for the arrangement of the 
wards did not provide-for the qonstrac-| 
tion of seclusion rooms in which to con- 
fine violent patients, and in consequence 
damage has been done to several of the 
rooms. We would suggest that one 
room, at least, in each ward, be set 
aside for such and that they be 


substantially and made seoure for 


the purposes mentioned. For the pur- 
pose of pumping water, an engine with 
boilers was provided, complete in all its 
parts. As a matter of economy, the 
steam supply for this engine is now be- 
ing drawn from the large boilers, leav- 
ing the small boiler practically useless. 
I would suggest that this engine and 
boiler be sold, and that a small engine 
be purchased in their stead. By mak- 
iag this change, several hundred dollars 
will be saved, and valuable space now 
occupied by the boiler can be utilized 
for other purposes. 
RECREATION GRUUNDS. 


A substantial pavilion should be 
erected within the recreation yard now 
occupied by the male patients. This 
building should. be constructed with 
open sides, substantially floored, and 
provided with seats for one hundred 
and fifty persons. To accomplish this 
it will be necessary to enlarge the yard 
to about twice its present size, thus 
enabling us to ornament the inclosure 
with trees, grass and flowers, transform- 
ing what iq at present a dreary, cheer- 
less prison yard into an attractive in- 
closure. 

FARM BUILDINGS. 

No farm can be considered complete 
unless provided with proper outbuild- 
ings. We need a commodious stable 
and hay barn, provided with stalls for 
eight horses, at least, and room for car- 
riages, hay, grain, etc. 

FENCES. 

We require a substantial and orna- 
mental fence, either of iron or wood, 
inclosing the grourds in front of the 
Asylum, and extending along the line 
of the road to a point opposite the 


southeast corner of the prison walls, a 
distance of about twelve hundred feet 


Additional fencing will be required to 
properly divide the farm into lots, 
though this may be deferred until such 


time as the farm is stocked with cows. 


ORNAMENTAL GROUNDS. 
A complete survey is being made of 
farm, garden and ornamental 
grounds, from which plats will be made 
showing in detail the proposed im- 
provements for irrigating purposes, the 
drives, walks, lawns, cometery, farm, 
barn, etc. I regret that the plats could 
not have been completed at this time. 
They will, however, soon be ready for 
your inspection and approval. I invite 
your earnest attention to this matter, 
and recommend that sieps be taken to 
procure trees, shrubbery, etc., so as to 
enable us to commence operations as 
early in the Spring as possible. The 
natural advantages of the location are 


such that with a very moderate expend- 
iture of money and labor the place may 
be very atiractive, and to those unfortu- 
nates who may be doomed te end their 
existence in the Asylum, life will be 
made more endurable. 
carry out the proposed plan, alterations 
and improvements it is to be hoped that 
the Legislature will maks a generous 
apprupriation.

PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS, 
The many imperfections incidental to 


a new building has necessitated changes, 
alterations 
which tend to swell the aggregate 
of our expenses, but are not properly 
chargeable to the avcount of mainte- 
nance.

a lavatory aud water closet; numerous 
outbuildings and many other improve 
ments, all of which, though adding to 
our expenses, were essential and are 
permanent in their character. 
COST OF MAINTENANCE. 

The average daily cost per capita has 
been about seventy-four cents, as will 
be seen by referring to Table XIII. 
This shows a considerable saving over 
the expense of previous years, and 
considering the probability that in the 
future the production of vegetables, hay 
grain, dairy products, etc., will be 
largely in excess of the consumption, it 


may be reasonably concluded that after 


valy 1, 1883, the cost of maintaining 
oar indigent insane will not exceed one. 
nalf that of previous years. This should 
be especially gratifying to the taxpayers 
of the State, inasmuch as the money 
formerly sent away is now being circu- 
lated among our own people; our in- 
sane are better cared for, as is evidenced 
by the increased percentage of recov- 


eries and the remarkably low rate of 
mortality as compared with the results 
while under the contract system; and, 
in short, question of State pride, econo- 
my and every principle of bumanity and 
justice should have dictated the change 
years ago. In conclusion, gentlemen, 
allow mé to express my appreciation of 
the generons support which you have 
extended to me tu the discharge of my 
duties. Without thelight of experience 
to guide me, and-with 6 corps of un- 
trained assistants, I naturally entered 
upon the work with misgivings. What- 
ever of success which may have attend- 
ed our labors has been due to united 
and persistent effort. To institute com- 
parisons among employes ef the insti- 
tution would be invidious; all have 
done well and faithfully the parts 
allotted to them, and deserve the grati- 
tude of the people of this State.

They 
called a meeting at once and allagreed 
to leave the place in a body when 
Major Garrard’s term expired on the 
14th. They cannot be blamed if they 
carry cut their resolution. It will be 
but’ just rebuke to any body of hon- 
est men whoare guilty of passing such 
a resolution, During General Batter- 
man’s administration he gave four or 
five Democrats positions during the 
whole period of his term. In fact the 
Captain of the Guard was a Democrat. 
Batterman kept him in the position 
because he had proven himself to be 
the right man in the right 
plaee, and General Battermat thought 
it to the interest of the State to re- 
tain him. Mejor Garrard has had 
four or five Republicans filling im- 
portant places during his two years.

EDITOMIAL NOTES. 


Some economical members fof the 
California Legislature are opposed to 
making any appropriation for the 
State Mioing Bureau. To refuse the 
means of support to so necessary an 
institution seems to be a very short- 
sighted policy. More money 1s wast- 
ed in mining than in all other ways 
combined, aod anything that will help 
to develop the mines without ruining 
the prospector is a geod thing to keep 
up. So far as we are able to judge 
the bureau has been an excellent help 
to many and has been carefully and 
economically managed by Mr. Hanks. 


The tax in Churchill county, for 
county purposes, is $1 90 on the $100, 
while Washoe pays $1 35. Washoe's 
natural decrease of taxation this year 
will bring her tax down to $1 10. By 
annexing Churchill county, with prop- 
erty amounting to nearly $500,000, to 
Washoe, as provided in the Varian 
bill, the tax will be reduced to not 
over 90 cent8 on the $100, and save 
the expense of one county govern- 
ment.

TIMBER LAND. 


Timber land matters are now at- 
tracting the attention of the authori- 
ties at Washiogton,and they are mak- 
ing trouble for small claimants on 
this side of the Sierra who barely 
make a living by hard work. If the 
Government detectives will go into 
the country a few miles from the coast 
af Mendocino and Klamath counties, 
in California, they will see something 
worth paying attention to. Thous 
ands of acres of land are being devas- 
tated to obtain bark. Oak trees that 
some time will be valuable for ship 
timber are cut down and peeled and 
left to rot. Bark is worth from 612 
to $15 per cord, and often more, and 
during the “barking season” tres 
passers on! Government land there 
make smal! fortunes. When they 
have felled and skinned the trees off 
one qguarter-section the vandals float 
their claim upon another, and con- 
tinue the slaughter. 


One of the commonest delusions 
among a certain class of Irishmen, 
says the Liverpool Courier, is that 
their countrymen form a great majority 
of the soldiers in the British army, 
and that it is Irishmen who wid all 
the battles.

Judge Biack’s Argument on the 
Mormon Question. 
Wasurnaton, Feb. 2. 
Members of the House Judiciary 
Committee are very generally com- 
menting on Jere Black's argument on 
the Mormon question, which has oc- 
cupied the attention of the committee 
to the exclusion of everything else 
during the last few meetings. Judge 
black wants the Edmunds law rc- 
pealed, aud be is makiag one of his 
great efforts to accomplish that object. 
A member of the comm‘ttee, in speak- 
ing of Black's argument to-day, said: 
“It 18 the most remarkable argument 
I ever heard on the Mormon question. 
It will be printed in a few days and 
will create a sensation, Judge Black 
takes the ground, of course, that the 
law is unconstitutional. He says Ed- 
muods nevir drew the bill, because 
so able a lawyer would never have so 
violated the constitution. He says 
the object of the law was to pluoder 
the Mormous of their property and to 
bring the Territory into the Union as 
& Republican State. This, in the 
opinion of the Judge, wiil be accom- 
plished if the Edmunds law is en- 
forced and further amended as is pro- 
posed by pending amendments. 
Judge Black said that the same 
scheme for acquiring plunder and po 
litical power that was so successfully 
carried outin the South during the 
reconstruction is contemplated in 
Utah, only on a smaller scale.“ The 
committee men further said that no 
Congressman who voted for the Ed- 
muods law could reid Black's argu 
ment without hanging his head in 
shame and feeling that he had sullied 
his honor and violated his conscience. 


Kuott in Opposition to 
Canal Schemes. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 3. 

The Nicaragua canal scheme and 
all other isthmus caval schemes have 
an enemy in Proctor Knott. In speak 
ing of the Nicaragua canal project 
to-day Mr. Knott said: “What do we 
want a canal across the Isthmus of 
Panama for, or across Nicaragua? 
Isn't the Isthmus the very best pro- 
tection for our Pacific coast that we 
can have in the event that we get into 
a war with Europe? Before these 
canal schemes were started we gave 
$64,000,000 worth of land to secure 
the building of transcontinental rail. 
ways so that we might gain cuntrol of 
the trade of Europe with Japan, aud 
now it is proposed to open up a canal 
across the Isthmus m order to give 
the ships of Europe a short route to 
China and Japan and deprive our- 
selves of the commefve which now 
crosses our continent. This would be 
a rather short-sighted policy for us to 
pursue, would it not?”

A Fine — Wrecked on 
Mer First Trip.

Seven men were lost off the foro yard 
when the mast went overboard.

NEVADA MANUFACTURES. 


The Progress the State has Made 
in a Few Years. 

A bulletin from the Census Bureau 
showiog the capital invested, hands 
employed, wages paid, the value of 
material and products ofall the es- 
tablishments of manufacturing indus- 
try in the several States gives the fol- 
lowing as relating to our State: In 
Nevada there are 184 manufacturing 
establishments with an aggregate 
capital of $1,323,300. In those es- 
tablishments are employed 556 males 
and only five females and 16 children. 
There was paid for wages for the year 
of 1880, $462,807. (This of course 
bas noreference to the amount paid 
for miners’ wages). The value of the 
raw meterial was $1,019,794 and the 
products were $2,179,626. We have 
donbled Montana in manufactures. 
Our product is greater than Idaho, 
Arizona and Wyoming combined. For 
a State almost purely a mining coun- 
try, we stand at the head in manufac- 
turing interests. 


LAND OFFICE FRAUDS. 


An Indictment Found Agatust an 
ex-Register at Susanville. 


The U. S. Grand Jury at San Fran- 
cisco bas found an indictment against 
ex-Register Crane of the Susanville 
land office for fraudulent transactions 
in connection with land entries and 
embezzlement of Government funds.

Kissick and John N, Evans, the last 
two named claiming to have been vic- 
timized.

TO PROSPECTORS. 
A Rich Mineral Country Close at 
Mand. 

‘The sensational report from Wash- 
ington yesterday about the discovery 
in Alaska of an immense ledge of 
quartz that will yield $5 to $8 per ton 
net in gold, will no doubt cause many 
feather-heads to work themselves into 
a fever to try their luck in the far 
north, where ice, snow and rain pre- 


vail nearly all the year round. It 
would be difficult to convince such 
restless spirits that we have at our own 
door, as it were, a belt of mineral 
country which offers greater induce— 
ments to prospectors than any other 
quarter of the national domain. The 
ccuntry through wkich the Carson & 
Colorado road runs has hardly been 
skimmed over by the prospector, and 
yet, duriog the past year, many valu- 
able discoveries have been made and 
several rich mines developed in that 
direction. The country is full of 
mineral for 250 miles south of us, and, 
as a general thing, is well wooded and 
watered and measurably convenient to 
lines of travel. It is safe to say that 
in less than five years ‘his belt of 
country will be more prosperous than 
any other mining rection known. 


To Scare Dogs From Sheep. 
Sheep men about here are growling 
all the time about dogs worrying their 
flocks and frequently killing valuable 
stock animals. A chime of bells 
that is bells of different tones —at- 
tached to a dozen or more sheep in a 
flock will scare off dogs and coyotes, 
When the sheep start to run these 
bells set up a din that causes maraud- 
ing curs to think a nigger side-show 
has broken loose, and they are at once 
inclined to make off in an opposite 
direction.

CATTLE AND WOOL. 
Something About 7 These Leading 
Industries of the State. 

Through the courtesy of J. A. Me- 
Bride, railroad agent at Wionemucca, 
the Silver State is enabled to give a 
statement of the cattle and wool busi- 
ness of that county, as shown by the 
books of the railroad company. In 
1882 there were shipped from Winne- 
mucca to San Francisco 13,679 fat 


beeves; to Oakland stock yards, 3,711; ; 


to Sacramento, 998; to Ogden, 531; to 
all other points, 2,056, making the 
total shipments of cattle for the year, 
20,975. In addition to thisthere were 
37 cars of dressed beet sept to San 
Francisco. These cars averaged about 
38 bullocks, making about 1,200 head, 
which increases the total shipments of 
heeves from that section in 1882 to 
22,175 head, I., 1880 the shipments 
of beef cattle aggregated 21,302, and 
in 1881 29.382, exclusive of some 2,000 
calvea. Over 5,000 head of stock cat- 
tle, which were shipped East, are in- 
cluded in the shipments of 1881, so 
that the shipments of beef cattle in 
1882 were up to the average. 

The wool shipments in 1881 aggre- 
gated 227.127 pounds, of which 153, 
827 pounds were shipped to San Fran- 
cisco and the rest East. In 1882 the 
wool shipments aggregated 349,585 
pounds, of which only 24,940 were 
shipped to San Francisco. One of 
the causes of the falling off in ship- 
ments to San Francisco in 1882 was 
the purchase of the greater part of the 
woo) crop by E. Reinhart & Co., who 
shipped it direct to manufacturers in 
the East.

An ingenious Yankee has devised a 
method of heating a car and keeping 
it at an even temperature any desired 
length of time. It is intended to fa- 


cilitate the transportaiion of fruit and 
vegetables during cold weather, and 
if it is a practical success it will be of 
importance to California in enabling 
her to send her orchard and garden 
products east at all times of the year, 
There recently arrived in Boston from 
Houlton, Maine, a distance of 620 
miles, a car load of potatoes kept from 
freezing by this new contrivance. It 
is called an automatic heater, and by 
a simple but ingenious application of 
the principle of contraction and ex- 
pansion of metals with cold and heat 
the flame or fire is regulated accord- 
ing to the outside temperature. If it 
is cold outside the fire burns more 
briskly, As it grows warmer out of 
doors the fire burns lower, the neces- 
sity for more heat being done away 
with.
